With regard to the army, he consid- 
ered that the reorganization was a great 
accomplishmerft. In the course of his 
speech he also drew attention to the 
prospects of the crops for the year, 
which, he stated, gave signs of an abun- 
dant harvest throughout all parts of 
the country. Reference was also made 
to the proposals to levy income tax 
upon foreigners resident in Turkey, also 
to a 4 per cent duty in the import duties. 

The scheme under consideration for 
the reform of the monetary system 
would be submitted to the opinion of 
European specialists before being intro- 
duced. The financial situation, he pointed 
ut in conclusion, was in his opinion the 
least of tha evils the country had suf- 
fered.

Though not in any usual sense a guide 
book, Mrs. Addison’s volume has a pleas- 
ant quality of docentry-—as though one 
were accompanied through the museum 
by a cultured woman who ®peaks con- 
cerning matters of which she has wide 
information, and, in many cases, some 
experimental knowledge. 

A keen critie, too, but one ready to 
stand courteously aside in deference to 
the possibly differing 
hearers: 
of superiority, but with a cosmopolitan 


recognition that no individual, or group | 


of individuals, can be supposed to repre- 
sent all authority on any given subject. 

In chapters of easy length the various 
exhibits ofthe museum are outlined and 
desersbed, the emphasis being much more 
constant on the descriptive side, than 
upon the eritical. Yet, the bit of com- 
parison or comment, or the flash of in- 
sight is not altogether wanting, and the 
whole text is enlightened and, indeed, 
enriched by anecdotes of historical or of 
strictly human value. One of the lightest 
of these latter is very fresh and amus- 
ing. In speaking of the picture called 
“Peasants Carousing,” by a Haarlem 
artist, she says: 

“The scene is a very boisterous one, 
men and women and children, apparently 
singing, much exhilarated. On the label 
underneath this picture the words 
‘Dutch School’ stand out rather promi- 
nentivy. I was once going through the 
museum With a little girl who stood be- 
fore this canvas aghast. I asked her 
what had especially struck her observa‘ 
tion. ‘Why,’ she exclaimed, ‘is that a 
Dutch school? What behavior!’” 

It is too much to expect that in a book 
covering so wide a range, each subject 
should be treated with the same sponta- 
neity and address, but care and sympa- 
thetic handling are the rule.

manded for works of this descriptien, 
constitutes a very notable challenge to 
the trade and raises anew certain prob- 
kms in the mind of the trade and the 
public. The question is, what does the 
public want in this matter. The an- 
swer ie plain the public wants cheap- 
ness, not unnaturally. Another point 
which seems tolerably certain, is that 
the publie wants to buy and not to 
borrow from libraries. It is the democ- 
racy that wants classical masterpieces 
at cheap rates so that it can own the 
books and it fs the democracy which 


wants to buy the new novels of the 


| best authors.

Looked at from the trade point of 
view, it is easy to see that the attempt 
to produce cheap books is an effort to 
persuade the public to buy instead of 
borrowing from libraries. It is interest-

GOOD TRADE WITH 


Commerce With the Country’s 
New Possessions Has In- 
creased Greatly in Eight 
Months Under New Tariff. 


WASHINGTON—Trade of the United 
States with the Philippines during the 
first eight months of the new tariff law, 
which permits interchange of practically 
all articles free of duty, shows a marked 
improvement. 

The total value of exports to the Phil- 
ippines during the period from Aug. 1, 
1909, to March 31, 1910, of which period 
all but the first five days of August was 
under the new tariff law, amounted to 
$11,500,000, against $7,000,000 in the cor- 
responding period of the preceding year, 
and the imports from the Philippines in 
the same period amounted to $12,250,000, 
against $6,500,000 in the corresponding 
months of last year, the imports from 
those fslands having practically doubled 
and the exports thereto increased about 
64 per cent when compared with the cor- 
responding period of last year. 

The krowth in imports qecurs chiefly 
in sugar, fruits and nuts, manila hemp 
and other fibers, hats of straw or sim- 
ilar fiber, household effects, manufactures 
of silk, manufactures of wood and manu- 
factures of fibers.

to his policies. They will see in it nothing 
Taft more or less than a simple contradiction of 
an unauthorized and unwarranted publica- 
tion. The latest denial is sweeping and 
unqualified, but it was hardly necessary. ‘The impression that has 
prevailed ‘broadly, and even among his intimates, that, politically, 
Theodore Roosevelt is a person who “goes blundering along” and 
yet “instinctively” doing the thing that wins favor with the public, 
has been disputed vigorously by expert observers and with such 
success that it is coming to be recognized that the ex-President 1s 
one of the shrewdest politicians of his times. With all of his 
alleged impulsiveness, it is quite certain that he will not permit him- 
self to be taken off his feet in the matter of his relationship with 
William Howard Taft. They have been intimate friends for years. 
Colonel Roosevelt as President had no more loyal lieutenant than 
the man who now fills the presidential chair. Colonel Roosevelt, 
more than any other single person, was instrumental in having his 
secretary elevated to the presidency. When opponents of the latter 
predicted failure for his administration no one was more pronounced 
than the occupant of the White House at that time in championing 
his cause. 

Whatever Colonel Roosevelt may be looking forward to, he 
is very properly doing his best to prevent anybody from making 
unauthorized capital out of his views at long range. In plain 
English he is minding his own business and doing it very well. 
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MANUEL Qvozon, delegate in the American Congress from the 
Philippines, does wisely in selecting his pleas for the independence of 
his people from the speeches and writings of American statesmen 
and patriots. The orators of no other country have spoken more 
freely and eloquently for the cause of liberty. It remains to be seen 
how effective their words may prove when addressed to their own 


people.

with public affairs can it be believed that 
they have entered into a “combination” or a 
“conspiracy” against the credit of Milwau- 
kee for the reason that that city recently 
elected a socialistic mayor. The “moneyed 
interests” of the country are undoubtedly closely watchful of condi- 
tions everywhere that might affect the value of bonds and securities, 
but it is inconceivable that they would entertain either such alarm 
or such resentment over the result of the recent municipal election 
in Milwaukee as to lead them to refuse to handle the bonds of that 
city. 

Behind the mayor of Milwaukee, be he Republican, Democrat 
or socialist, is a citizenship that would tolerate no act that would 
lead toward the impairment of those assets upon which the financial 
standing of the community is based. Even were the present mayor 
disposed, he could not destroy the value of a single obligation out- 
standing against Milwaukee without the consent of the conservative 
citizenship of one of the most conservative cities in America. If 
socialism meant revolution and repudiation, or disorder or bank- 
ruptcy in Milwaukee, it is certain that a socialist mayor would never 
have been elected. The truth is, Milwaukee elected a socialist mayor 
very largely for the reason that it was desirous of proving that 
socialism, as it is understood in that city, means nothing hazardous. 

Declarations that have won commendation from all parts of the 
country have been made by the new mayor of Milwaukee. Letter 
still, he has won widespread applause by reason of his acts. That 
his administration is going to be honest and safe is generally 
believed. The “moneyed interests’ of the country are sane as well 
as observant, and it may be set down as unworthy of credence that 
they have formed any plan for the chastisement of a city which in 
their opinion may have made a mistake. If they should go into any- 
thing of that kind they would be kept busy chastising cities in which 
socialism has not taken root.

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| ‘ena | New York speculators in eggs are said to be 
figuring on even higher rates for next winter 
than those of the past, when the retail prices 
went up to 50 and 60.cents a dozen on fancy 
Storage sof grades. This is in face of the fact that New 
York warehouses report nearly twice as 
Eggs many eggs in storage now as at this time last 
_ year. Twenty-eight of the thirty-two ware- 
houses show a present total of 1,119,000 
cases, each case containing thirty dozen. This 
would be over a million eggs for each day of a year. The daily 
receipts are exceeding the consumption by thousands of cases, and 
the supplies in storage are likely to increase for some time. _ A large 
part of these eggs are to be kept till cold weather, when fresh-laid 
eggs will be scarce and prices can be fixed accordingly. Wholesale 
rates are from one to two cents higher than last year. 
Artificial refrigeration is each year widening in its application. 
It has been a benefit in extending, in variety and quantity, the avail- 
able food supply for the, modern table. On the other hand, it has 
greatly increased the opportunity for monopoly and unwarranted 
prices. Formerly it was possible to corner the market in only such 
commodities as grain, cotton and salt pork. Now this power has 
been extended to practically the whole range of food products. Lggs 
during the spring and summer months used to be among the cheapest 
of foods. By means of cold storage their consumption has been 
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spread more equally throughout the year, and eggs are now consumed 
at all seasons by those who have the price. It may be admitted that 
people who demand goods out of season have no right to complain. 
The objection seems to be legitimate, however, to raising the price of 
foods in their natural season of plenty. 

The cold storage industry has become firmly entrenched through 
our modern habits of living. The farmer has increased his produc- 
tion of perishables with the knowledge that the cold storage men 
would take care of the surplus. It is a very difficult matter to 
regulate. In Australia, cold storage warehouses are in the hands 
of the government. Canada has an official called the dairy and cold 
storage commissioner. We want all the possible benefits of cold 
storage and the industry should be encouraged, but at the same time 
the warehouseman should be held to protect us from extortion and 
abuses.

~~ devoted to the cereals is already utilized, and 

that there can be little or no increase in the wheat acreage. It is 

quite probable that the secretary’s language was misunderstood, for 

he is almost uniformly accurate in his statements, and it could hardly 

be, as a Texan writer intimates, that he could be unmindful of condi- 
tions existing in the Empire state of the Southwest. 

According to the protest of this writer—W. A. Palmer, secretary 
of the Young Men’s Business Club of Canadian, Tex.—a cause for 
giving credence to statements regarding a shortage of cereal and 
farming acreage in general is forgetfulness of the fact that Texas 
is on the map. Seriously, most writers and speakers overlook the 
marvelous undeveloped territory within the borders of the Lone Star 
state. There are twenty-six counties in the Panhandle of Texas, 
‘ach of which contains 900 sections of 640 acres each, aggregating 
nearly 15,000,000 acres of land, if we take the figures contributed by 
this writer to the Dallas News. Fully 50 per cent of this land will 
produce wheat. Not more than 10 per cent of it is planted in wheat, 
so that, deducting the 10 per cent, there are nearly 7,000,000 acres of 
wheat land not utilized in the Panhandle. That is to say, there is 
in these twenty-six counties of the Texas Panhandle practically as 
much wheat area as there is in the state of Kansas. [Each of these 
7,000,000 acres should produce ten bushels of wheat, or a grand total 
of 70,000,000 bushels. 

The point of it all is that there is no excuse for anxiety with 
regard to a shortage of land. There is plenty of land still available. 
The shortage is elsewhere. 


Many Bostonians will be pleased by the announcement that two 
heroic figures are to be placed upon the long vacant pedestals in front 
of the Public Library; also that the commission has been given to 
Sculptor Bela L. Pratt. 
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MAINE is to have a “modern farming special” |f— 
train next month to be run by the Maine 
Central railroad, under the auspices of the 
College of Agriculture of the University of . 
Maine. This is a triple combination especi- 
ally well fitted to work together for the 
benefit of all and also of the state. The 
railroad cannot get along without the farm- 
ers; the farmers cannot prosper without the 
aid of the transportation company; the 
agricultural college would have no cause for being if it were not for 
the tillers of the soil. Anything that helps the farmers will be to 
the advantage of the others. The college is supported in part by 
the farmers, and it has a debt to pay to them. _Professors from the 
state institution are now going out to inform the agriculturists how 
they can add to their incomes by rotation of crops, by fertilizing and 
better treatment of their land. 

The train will be made up of five cars, one of which is to be a 
coach for the traveling party. The others will contain general farm- 
ing, orcharding, forestry and stockraising exhibits. A feature will 
be a miniature representation of a farm. One car is to carry 
improved seeding, tilling and harvesting machinery ; fruit and poultry 
raising will ‘be dwelt upon and the best methods fully explained. 
Nothing is to be neglected, in fact, that can in any way aid the 
progress of the agriculturists. Potato culture, in which Maine 
already excels, will be further promoted. 

The campaign of education is to be carrie? on in a manner 
similar to that pursued in Massachusetts,’ where the farmers turned 
out in gratifying numbers and manifested an eager interest. The 
idea is practical and 1s to be c ymmended for adoption in all the New 
England states. New York has tried it, and it is meeting with 
approval and adoption in the West. It will insure higher profits from 
tillage of the land and a gain to the consumer as well as to the 


producer.

Its benefits are being felt by the Mexicans themselves; and 
the government, which might be better pleased if they were traceable 
to some other source, ts nevertheless liberal enough to place the credit 
where it belongs and to help the good work along by encouraging 
American enterprises, or, at least, by refraining from doing anything 
likely to discourage them.

EE Ra -|| THE office of President of. the United States 
| is no sinecure. He who fills it walks along 
no flowery pathway. The honor is great 
but fleeting; the responsibilities are numer- 
ous and heavy. The strain on a chief 
executive is continuous, the demands upon 
his time and his powers are constant; his 
joys are few and his trials are endless. Who 
j would wish to be President? You would? 
= Well, how would you like to be called hither 
and thither to make speeches on every conceivable subject ?—they have 
to be carefully prepared, you know, and will be closely criticized. 
How would you enjoy sitting down to all kinds of banquets at unus- 
ual hours? The President must travel by day and by night and be 
ready to talk at almost every town. He must know how to make 
himself welcome at a church bazar or an actors’ fair. One day he is 
at a diplomatic conference and the next is expected to assist at the 
opening of a baseball season. Affairs of state are always before him 
for consideration, he has his political duties and his social require- 
ments. When he is at his official post he is ever besieged by office- 
seekers, and when he is away from it he gets no respite. Today he 
feels it his duty to write a message urging the building of warships 
for the country’s protection, and tomorrow he will be ‘called upon to 
plead tor disarmament at a peace meeting. It is a wonder how the 
chief executive of this nation ever finds a moment he can regard as 
his own. 

As for a third term, there is nothing in the constitution or the 
laws of the United States against such an election, and a President 
can serve for a dozen consecutive terms if he is the choice of the 
people. The erroneous impression prevails that the President may 
not leave the United States during his term of office, but there is 
nothing in the constitution or the laws to forbid his going anywhere 
he may please to go; it simply has not been customary for our rulers 
to travel beyond our borders. The President is not free from arrest. 
One President, indeed, was arrested for a violation of a municipal 
ordinance relating to fast driving of horses, and he submitted to the 
authority of the law, represented in that case by a negro policeman. 

Should you have occasion to address the chief executive of the 
United States, no “Dear sir,” nor “Honored sir,” nor “Your excel- 
lency’’ 1s necessary to the requirements of courtesy. The President 
is always “The President.” An early constitutional convention 
debated a resolution providing that the President should be addressed 
as “His highness,” but with good judgment decided against the title.

graph. Two Italian naval officers who 
have bestowed their names jointly upon the latest and apparently 
best of fog-signal devices are the inventors of what is known as 
the Bellini-Tosi system of radiotelegraphy. As it is applied to fog 
signaling it consists of a dial marking all the points of the mariner’s 
compass. Wireless ticks coming over wave lengths that penetrate 
the tog are captured by the officer on the bridge by the manipulation 
of a thumb knob, which is turned until the strongest sound is found, 
when the direction is marked by an indicator on the dial. This is 
but part of the apparatus necessary. There must be first of all a 
wireless plant on the vessel, it must be in touch with wireless plants 
on other vessels and with wireless stations established for the 
purpose of sending out fog signals, and the ordinary receiver of the 
wireless operator must be worn by the captain or other ship’s officer 
while on duty in a fog. ‘ 

Captain Poncelet of the French liner La Provence, just arrived 
in New York after a rough and foggy voyage from Havre, is, 
perhaps, the first master of a passenger vessel to have tested the 
new system, and he is said to be greatly pleased with its operation 
and to be entirely convinced that it has solved a great problem. 

It remains to be explained whether the introduction of this 
system will materially alter the present operation of the sending and 
receiving equipments on board ships. To insure safety, vessels must 
not only be able to send but to receive signals constantly during the 
preyalence of a fog. Doubtless all the details will be speedily made 
known, for the French government, which has taken the lead in 
experimenting with the system, seems to be as desirous as is the 
captain of La Provence that .the use of the device shall become 
general as soon as possible. 
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
